IT  w  as  in  i<)i  i  that  A.  W.  Bahr,  who  for  many  years  had  been  a  resident  of 
China,  held  an  exhibition  of  early  Chinese  paintings,  sculptures,  and  bronzes  at 
the  Montross  Gallery.  It  was  the  first  of  a  series  of  successful  annual  exhibitions 
of  a  similar  kind.  During  the  following  years  I  had  ample  opportunity  to  appre- 
ciate Mr  Bahr's  discriminating  taste  and  scholarly  judgment  in  all  matters 
pertaining  to  Chinese  art. 

I  p  to  that  time  he  had  been  known  to  American  collectors  mainly  through 
his  book  "Chinese  Porcelains  and  Other  Works  of  Art  in  China"  (1908),  a 
descriptive  catalogue  of  the  first  exhibition  of  Chinese  art  to  be  held  in  China 
and  organized  by  him.  When  the  Field  Museum  in  Chicago  acquired  the  Bahr 
Archaic  Jade  collection  in  1927,  the  late  Professor  B.  Laufer  published  an 
illustrated  catalogue  which  has  become  an  indispensable  guide  to  every  jade 
collector.  Recently  ( London,  1938)  Professor  Osvald  Siren  of  Stockholm  issued 
"Early  Chinese  Paintings  from  the  A.  W.  Bahr  Collection",  a  sumptuous  volume 
with  magnificent  color  reproductions.  This  important  publication  has  been  re- 
cen  ed  most  favorably  here  and  abroad. 

There  is  hardly  a  collection  of  Chinese  art  in  museums  or  in  private  possession 
which  has  not  been  enriched  by  some  object  that  had  passed  through  Mr  Bahr's 
hands.  Now  that  he  has  decided  to  retire  from  commercial  activities  in  America, 
wishing  to  devote  his  studies  to  archaic  Chinese  jades  and  paintings  in  particular, 
he  is  offering  for  sale  here  a  group  of  some  three  hundred  objects  of  his  stock  in 
trade.  This  is  a  unique  opportunity  which  will,  especially  at  this  time,  be  appre- 
ciated by  the  public.
